Applicant argues that the Tsuei reference fails to disclose "whereby the changer judges whether to give permission to disclose the new 
address", "means for making the changer confirum whether the new address is disclosed", and "when the changer permits the disclosure 
of the address." In the final sentence of the Abstract of Tsuei, the statement is made that "provided are security and authentication 
measures for ensuring that address change requests are valid and authentic." This is the "consumer consent information" disclosed in 
column 7, line 3 of Tsuei. The presence of said "consumer consent information" prevents Tsuei from "teaching away" from Applicant's 
invention as argued by Applicant.
